I saw Mr. Roger Jones in connection with the Executive Order. There 
are a couple of drafting changes supplied by the Bureau of the Budget with 
which X concurred. In addition, Mr. Jones informed me that the Department 
of Justice would require that someone be named to approve the design of 
the medal inasmuch as the DC I wished no mention of this Agency in the 
draft. We suggested that sinee this was a National security medal the 
design should be approved by the Executive Secretary of the National Security 
Council.
